Some idea of its size will be 
gained when it is realised that the 
capital of the Rhineland, which, 
by the way, is on the west bank 
of the Rhine, has a population 
as big as Dublin and Belfast 
combined: According to British 
correspondents, something like 85 
per cent of this grand old city 
has been laid in ruins, One writer 
declares that the devastation in 
Cologne is even worse than that 
which he saw in Stalingrad. So 
far, no official mention has been 
made of the Cathedral; but there 
can be no doubt that Cologne, 
as it was known to so many 
thousands of visitors, has ceased 
to exist! It has not yet been 
made clear whether or not the 
great Hohenzollern Bridge is 
During recent months 
this vital artery of traffic between 
the left and right banks of the 
Rhine has been subjected to 


and American air forces. Never- 
theless, it appears that the 
Germans have managed to with- 
draw a substantial proportion of 
their troops across the Rhine; 
and to this extent, at any rate, 
their defensive tactics have suc- 
ceeded. As we write—and events 
are moving rapidly—we learn 
that the Germans continue to 
hold only about six miles of the 
western bank of the middle 
Rhine. Marshal von Rundstedt 
still has a fairly formidable force 
on the west bank; and, hitherto, 
all the efforts of the Allies to 
“liquidate”? the bridgehead in 
the Wesel area have failed. The 
Gérmafis also are fighting fiercely 
near Bonn. General Patton’s 4th 
Armoured Division of Americans 
has been thrusting towards 
Coblenz, where the Moselle meets 
the Rhine; it was reported 
yesterday to be within fourteen 
miles of the river, and only 
twenty miles due west of Coblenz 
itself. Evidently the Americans 
are making 'a bold bid to encircle 
the Germans who remain between 
the Kryll and the Rhine. Bonn, 
Beethoven’s birthplace, which 
had .a pre-war population of 
about 100,000 and is being used 
as an evacuation point by the 
Germans, stands at one end of 
one of the Rhine’s . greatest 
bridges, and for that reason, no 
doubt, is being defended stub- 
bornly by Marshal von Rundstedt. 
Last night Allied patrols were 
stated to be within six miles of 
the city; and it is obvious that the 
Americans are doing everything 
in their power to invest it as 
quickly as possible. Marshal 
von Rundstedt,. having -taken 
most of his forces .across ,the 
Rhine, is re-grouping them on the 
right bank in preparation for 
what the Germans themselves 
'describe- as the really decisive 
battle of the war, “ 
While this desperate struggle is 
raging in the West, the Germans 
announce that a new Russian 
offenSive has been started in the 
East. At the Yalta Conference, 
the military leaders of the three 
principal Allies agreed upon a plan 
of campaign, the main, object of 
which was to cause the maximum 
amount of strategic and tactical 
embarrassment to the Germans. 
In pursuit of this plan, Marshal 
Zhukov has launched a fresh 
attack in the direction of Berlin, 
between Kiistrin and Frankfurt- 
on-the-Oder. Colonel von 
Hammer, one of the Germans’ 
most notable commentators, 
describes it as a “ curtain-raiser ” 
to a major operation, calculated 
to synchronise with the Anglo- 
American assault on the. Rhine. 
This attack is being delivered in 
the Oder “elbow ”; but it seems 
that the Russians are concealing 


1 their ultimate objective by a series 


of feint offensives at a number of 
widely separated points. During 
the last week or so, they have 
been making steady progress in 
the north. Having taken posses- 


| sion of Stargard, they now are in 


a position to threaten the great 
port of Stettin. Furthermore, 
during the last week, they have 
managed to place the German 
forces on the Baltic coast in an 
exceedingly. awkward. position, 
The German Navy has béen 
evacuating numbers of these 
troops; but,. for most practical 
purposes, they have been isolated 
from the mass of the German 
Army, and are ‘being supplied 
largely by air. The task facing 
the German High Command 
is truly formidable... It is 
being compelled to~ deal with 
a war on two fronts, more 
menacing by far than - any- 
thing of which von Clausewitz 
ever dreamt. Its problem is 
complicated sorely by the 
enormous , superiority of the 
Allies in-the air. During the last 
war, Hindenburg and Ludendorff 
were able to transfer reinforce- 
ments from East to West, and 
vice versa, almost at will, because 
Germany had, as she still has, a

It is becoming very clear, indeed, 
that surface transport, except for 
comparatively short distances, has 
seen its best days. Perhaps, the 
roads, and even the railways, of 
a small country like Ireland will 
retain ‘their ‘utility; but for the 
bulk of overseas journey?¢, and 
for &véry jéufiiey, over sea or 
over land, of more than a couple 
of hundred miles, the air, as we 
think, will be virtually the only 
medium after a few decades from 
now. Five years of war have 
done more for the devtlopment 
of air travel than the preceding 
twenty-five years of peace. The 
average man nowadays probably 
would think less of an air trip 
from Europe to America than 
he would have thought of 
the journey from Dublin to 
Manchester in 1939.

OBITUARY 


LORD DAWSON OF PENN 


Lord Dawson of Penn, Physician- 
in-Ordinary to King George, died early 
yesterday morning in London after a 
short illness, He was in his 80th year. 
There is no heir and the title becomes 
extinct. eh 

Lord Dawson became Physician-in- 
Ordinary to King Edward VII in 1907 
and held this position under -the 
subsequent sovereigns. He attended 
Queen Alexandra, Princess Victoria, 
Princess Arthur of Connaught, 

Maud of Norway and the Princess 
Royal. He was knighted in 1911 and 
me a viscount in 1936.
